orman Thompson and his brother, of Barkerville, 
British Columbia, are considered among the best 
hunting guides in the Canadian Pacific Rockies. They 
took a banker hunting last fall and after winding 
their way up a mountain creek Norm, asked the 
banker if he would like to find his way back. “Not 
on your life,” said the man of dollars and cents, “if 
1 tried to follow this trail back I would get cross¬ 
eyed and fall out of the saddle.” 

The latter had what he called the “most wonder¬ 
ful time in my life getting lost away off in the 
hills.” Later he got what he went after, a moose, 
a caribou and a tricky grizzly. Two years ago Norm, 
showed a fellow three grizzlies and 51 caribou, set¬ 
ting up camp only about nine miles from town. 

Only some of those who have explored the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Rockies for game can convey to the 


uninitiated the joyous lust in the heart of the hunter. 
The glorious monarch of the forest running swiftly, 
head erect, chest heaving, nostrils dilated. The next 
minute the ruler of a wooded domain is prone and 
lifeless at the feet of some straight-shooting hunter. 

Never will he roam the wilds again or breast the 
rolling waves in crossing lakes and streams and rivers. 
No more will he know the sweet, fragrant odors of 
woods and forest. His great heart broken, the bull 
moose is majestic even in death. < 

Perhaps some few months later his head will grace 
the library of a man’s homo in a city. Then the 
captor may remember the thrill of the first hunt and 
the capture of his first prize. But in the meantime, the 
hunters go onward. The Rockies are also the play¬ 
ground of caribou and grizzlies, and the visitors are 
plentifully supplied with trophies before they turn 
back toward civilization.

Mr. K. Whiston from the Pro¬ 
vincial Department of Health, 
spoke in the I.O.O.F. Hall on 
Tuesday evening on the subject 
of Municipal h.ol-ipitaIs. He was 
accompanied by Messrs Bower- 
man and MacLeod of Wainwrilgib.t 
After Mr. Bowerman had spoken 
oriefly in favour of th e proposed 
Municipal district as mapped out 
jin the territory lying east of-Vik¬ 
ing to the boundary line,— Mr. 
Whiston took tlhe floor. 

By reason of his knowledge of 
the benefits to b e derived and thg 
of times dreadful consequencei-i of 
lacking such stuirgical and 1 medical 
aid Mr. Whiston treated his sub¬ 
ject with almost evangelical fer¬ 
vour. At the same time he em¬ 
phasised the fact that neither lie 
nor the government were urging 
any district to have a Municipal 
(hospital. It was entirely up to our- 
sel vies. 

But he also etvnphiasised the fact 
that even if we had the best poss¬ 
ible agricultural district in other 
respects, still lacking this healtli 
centre we were but a one armed 
district. The presence of i.-iuch ah 
institution not only cured disease 
hint prevented fiit in a way that 
1'bie city hospitals, by reason of 
distance and excessive costs 
could! not do. The Municipal JgW* 
but guaranteed ■ hetilfli.' Dr?e pbitn; 
in this connection especially ..Tyffc^ 
ful was t'bat no Child whose back¬ 
wardness at scib'ool was due to 
diseased tonsils and other like 
ailments, need remain backward 
with' the facilities provided for 
him practically at home in a mu¬ 
nicipal hospital. 

Kinds and Costs 

Mr. Whiston said there were 2 
kinds of hospitals, Municipal and 
City. Of these 15 were municipal 
Six or seven were R. C. hospitals 
and 86 others which adopted a 
schedule of fees and collected 
from tlhe patents, wbilch system 
was the exact reverse of the mu¬ 
nicipal systelm which raised its 
fund-' by municipal taxation and 
a nominal charge of $1.00 a day 
to the patient. The tax for the 
proposed hospital, would be 3 
fonts an acre of $4.80' per quarter 
section. It was a form of health 
i insurance, and even if it deemed 
high, one had only to compare it 
with fhie city hospO+M rates, to 
■alize that to the ordinary work¬ 
ing man or farmer, it would be a 
j boon financially. He cited' the 
charges made in Edmonton or 
j Calgary for a major operation to 
! feme close to $200, for the barest 
| c, erviee, when to thip was added

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Record Game Catch For Ontario 


Load of Deer at Toronto Dominion Express Offices 


A record hunting season for the 
Province of Ontario is indicated 
in the shipments of deer and moose 
during the month of November. Do¬ 
minion Express officials reported 
that they had been receiving from 
forty to fifty deer a day, the majority 
having fallen to hunters in Pickerel, 
Metagama, Parry Sound and Algoma 
districts and along the Sault line. 

Large quantities of moose meat 
have been shipped down from Meta¬ 
gama and the Algoma district, but 
most of these have fallen to hunters 


from the United States. Seven or 
eight antlers. a day have been sent 
for some time past, more than half 
of these being addressed to points in 
the State of New York. This is ac¬ 
countable by the fact that a num¬ 
ber of New Yorkers went into the 
bush early and before the season 
started so that what moose is coming 
out now fell to guns that were on 
the ground Kvhen the season opened. 

One large party came out of Pick¬ 
erel one morning with seventeen 
deer and one bear, the only bear re¬ 
ported in this dis+’.let this season.

TRIBUTE

A ddressing the Associated 
Boards of Trade banquet 
at Winnipeg recently, E. W. 

Beatty, chairman and president 
of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, said that one of the most 
significant facts of the confer¬ 
ence was the desire of men from 
all parts of Canada to discuss 
the country’s problems from an 
economic and national point of 
view, free from the bewildering 
influence of political partisan¬ 
ship. “This,” Mr. Beatty said, 

“leads me to the inevitable con¬ 
clusion that the question of Con¬ 
federation on the principles of 
national unity which guided the 
fathers in establishing it can¬ 
not be solved by political mani¬ 
pulation, but only by that men¬ 
tal attitude which comes from understanding and is the result of honest 
education. 

In order to achieve national prosperity, Mr. Beatty advocated an 
extensive immigration policy to supply the man power necessary for 
the “largest undeveloped country in the world.” “If I had any sugges¬ 
tion to make in respect to this question,” continued the president, “I 
would suggest that we take it out of the field of statistics and place it 
in the field of human relations. We are apt to forget that the people 
who come to our shores are not so many hundreds or thousands of 
British or Continentals with or without settlers’ effects. They are human 
beings, members of families who have torn themselves up from old homes, 
homes in some cases centuries old, to come and live in Canada, to be 
neighbours, if we are willing to be neighbourly, and to become good 
citizens if we only hold out a welcoming hand. 

“We realize how great the wrench must be when we learn that 
some bring with them a handful of earth so that when the time comes 
for them to die in Canada it may be scattered over their coffins. I won¬ 
der how many Canadians, who have made the trek to the United States, 
have ever thought to carry with them a handful of Canadian soil. No 
immigration scheme for Canada can ever achieve success unless due 
allowance is made for such human factors.” 

On the same occasion Sir Thomas White, former Federal Minister 
of Finance, paid a high tribute to Mr. Beatty. Sir Thomas said that he 
had always looked upon Mr. Beatty as a representative Canadian who 
typified the qualities which are to be found in true Canadians. Mr. 
Beatty had carved his own niche in Canadian affairs and had made 
his own way in the world as in the manner of Canadians. As president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, Mr. Beatty occupied one of the highest 
positions in the Dominion and was absolutely unspoiled by his enormous 
success, and Sir Thomas liked to think that in this the former was also
